WILL SOON BE 


THING OF PAST 


The old two-story brick building 
on the north side of the 
square 


and opposite the Auditorium is to 
be torn down. 


The old building now passing has 


had a picturesque and an eventful 
life, though in recent years it has 
not been greatly resorted to. It was 
built some time between the vears 
1826 and 1828. At least authorities 
agree that it was the first or sec- 
ond brick structure in the city and 
it was occupied before 
the 
Ohio 


Canal was entirely completed. It was 
two stories high and was the pride 
of the village near a hundred years 
ago. Different 
from 
some of the 


older buildings of the city, it retains 
its original shape and had not been 
added to. Again it has been used, 
until 
abandoned, for the 
purpose 
it was originally intended, that of 
business on the ground floor 
and 
residences on the upper. 


One can see at a glance that it 


was built of the 
primitive 
brick 


made in some early 
brick 
yard, 


without pressure, and burned with 
wood in the old fashioned kiln, with 
its many shades of color and degrees 
of hardness, 
roagii 
bricks 
made 


without pressure. 
Originally, and 


frequently replaced in The passing 
years, it was fronted by cumbrous 
old rat-infested wooden approaches. 


Almost the whole of the history o* 


the settlement of the Licking valley 
has passed in front of its old red 
face. Eager men sat on the steos 
and in the hearing of the old build- 
ing discussed the plans of the canal 


the 


of boats,

In front 


of the old building tlie long trains 
of the early freight wagons passed 
it or waited to unload the products 
of field and forest from points as 
far away as Richland county. Wag- 
ons drawn m many cases bv oxen 
through the 
all "but intolerable 
roads of the times. 


In 
the 
distance 
it 
saw the 


stead was razed and the present Me- 
morial Auditorium rose on its site.

velopment of the Ohio basin at the

brought it 


In its dajf this venerable pile saw 
this city pass from an insignificant 
inland trading uost to the more 
important ciry along the Ohio canal, 
wit^ Its dry docks and 
Its 
two 
ship building yards, then to the pres- 
ent busy metropolis. 
It saw the 


wealth of the products of this won- 
derful western empire pass east in 
the old canal and it had a glimpse 
in passing of the emigrants whose 
children were to shine in forum leg- 
islative hall, the learned professions 
and in letters In flip western world 
Kings, princes and the great men of 
this world were, glad to use the old 
canal and they passed in review be- 
fore us rugged face. It saw build- 
ing sites of livery stables and barns 
claimed as a -restinzr place by sky- 
scrapers. Poor old building, looking 
m its last moments 'to the 'north- 
east, it numbers the most of its ac- 
quaintances aafl intimate friends in 
tne dotted- . h i l l s " o* Cedar Hill 
cemetery.
